death. 
Mr. Poston was taken sick over a 
y ear ag o and had been in very p oor 
health since that time. 
Several times 
this winter he was very low and the 
end was ex p ected. 
He suffered a 
stroke of p araly sis a few months ag o 
which had much to do with his failing 
health. 
For the p ast few day s Mr. 
Poston had been critically ill and his 
death did not come as soon as was 
ex p ected. 
Mr. Poston was 
elected 
county 
clerk on the Rep ublican ticket in the 
fall of 19 00 by a larg e m ajority and 
held the office for four y ears.

was successful over

It is sign ifican t 
as to when the leaders ex pect to have 
a fin al vo te that immediately after the 
co n feren ce Sen ato r Ro o t wen t to Sen ­ 
ato r Clay o f Geo rgia an d arran ged a 
pair o n the bill an d amen dmen ts. 
The fir At vo te in the sen ate will 
co me 
o n the lo n g an d sho rt haul 
amen dmen t. It is believed that it will 
be defeated, altho ugh a careful po ll o f 
the sen ate develo ped un ex pected Re­ 
publican vo tes in favo r o f the amen d­ 
men t. 
At least n in eteen Republican 
sen ato rs will vo te fo r it, an d it is said 
that the o ppo n en ts o f the amen dmen t 
wo uld have to co mman d the vo tes o f 
at least eight Demo cratic sen ato rs in 
o rder to defeat the amen dmen t, blit 
Sen ato r Aldrich is co n fiden t that the 
amen dmen t will fail. 
On e m atter that has been practically 
determin ed is that n o mo re co n ces­ 
sio n s are to be made to the in surgen ts. 
The co mmerce co urt feature will re­ 
main in the bill, an d the atto rn ey gen 
eral will be autho rized to take charge

There is a pro bability that they will be 
m aterially amen ded o r be dro pped o ut 
to reappear later in an o ther fo rm as 
an in depen den t bill to be taken up fo r 
co n sideratio n by the sen ate co mmittee
